Adding to this our excess of ox- 


ports of silver, aud we have a trade 
balance in oar favor of $3-16,038,658. 
There is no parallel for this in the his- 
tory of the country. 
How did foreign 


nations pay it, is an interesting ques- 
tion, as our net imports of gold were 
only $04,179,072. 


An analysis of the woolen duties 


proposed by the new tariff bill indi- 
cates they aro increased from what they 
were in the AIcKinley law. 
The Chi- 


cago Tribnno, (Republican) denounces 
it "as a gross political and fiscal blun- 
der." Under it, the Tribune adds, 
"Nobody who deserves protection will 
be protected, but tho government will 
bo deprived of revenue, while consum- 
ers will have to pay more for their 
woolen goods." 


Presidoiit McKinley's 
The President neglects to state the 


potent reasons for the deficiencies, and 
says nothing about the extravagance of 
congress, which had as much to do 
with them as the falling off in the 
revenues. 


The income tax decision, cutting off 


the most important revenue section of 
the present tariff deprived the treasury 
of not less than §75,000,000 in the two 
years 1895 and 1896. 
The President 


states the deficiency in these two years 
to have been $68,000,000. Therefore 
it is plain, on President MoKinley's 
showing, that had the income tax faeeu 
allowed to stand, the present tariff 
would have produced a surplus for the 
last two years. 


But, more important in creating the 


deficiencies which President McKinley 
regards as the cause of all our financial 
difficulties than the gold raids on the 
treasury, and the issue of bonds to 
maintain the gold standard, was a pro- 
vision of Mi'. McKinley's tariff law of 
1890, 
repealing the customs taxes on 


raw sugar, and admitting it duty free 
in tho interest of the sugar trust. It is 
a low estimate to put the treasury's 
loss by this remission of taxes at $50,- 
000,000 a year. 
Sugar had been pro- 


ducing more than that under the tariff 
of 1883, superceded by the MoKinloy 
act. 
This in (our years—or the life of 


the 
MoKinloy law — would 
have 


amounted to $200,000,000. 
To this 


should he added the obnoxious sugar 
bounty, which took from the treasury 
$18,000,000 for the beneQt of- favored 
and wealthy sugar planters. 


So here wo have a loss to the reve- 


nues of $218,000,000, the direct result 
of the McKinley tariff, or §80,000.000 
more than President McKinley figures 
up the deficiencies for 1894, 1895 and 
1896 
to bo. The President, bringing

raged animal, and discarding all the 
rules which 
govern the manly

rushed at his victorious opponent and 
tbode a vain struggle to beat him over 
the ropes, only desisting when his own 
(Seconds and friends forced him away. 


And then the new champion was 


fcorne to his dressing room amid the 
cheers of the 5,000 people who were in 
the arena, accompanied by his seconds 
and trainers, and also by 
his wife, 


'who had watched the contest from a 
position within a few feet of the ring- 
side. 
_ 
V.'nntod Plenty of Sunlight. 


Notwithstanding the cheers for the 


Tictor, the majority of those who wit- 
nessed the fight could not but feel a 
«ense of disappointment at the result, 
believing as they did that victory was 
taken from Corbett at a mom tint when 
be seemed sure of gaining it himself. 


The contest was accompanied by the 


usual delays which attend such affairs, 
due largely to a wait for the hour 
When 
the 
sunlight 
would 
be the 


brightest, BO that the new 
electrical 


device — the verascope — which was lo- 
cated at the ringside, would be able to 
obtain the best results in taking an 
actual Jiving picture of the figfot. 


For two hours before the men en- 


tred the ring the crowds gathered in 
the arena, a temporary structure of 
vast dimensions, having the canvas 
covered ring in the center, with row 
after row of plain boards. 


It was a moment after the noon hour 


•when the principals and their seconds 
appeared, and both were greeted with 
great cheers. 
George Slier, the ref- 


eree, arranged 
the 
few preliminary 


matters in a short time, and about 
12:10 
the battle commenced. 


Little was accomplished by either of 


the men In the first round, but in the 
next few rounds Corhott had every ad- 
vantage. 
In the fifth round he pun- 


ished Fitzsimmons severely, battering 


him on the face and body until the 
blood streamed from his face, and ho 
finally sanK to his knees to avoid'fur- 
ther punishment, remaining there un- 
til nearly all the allotted time had ex- 
pired, when he arose and succeeded in 
continuing the contest for the few 
lemaiuing seconds of the round. 


Fitz looked Weary. 


Nearly all the spectators thought the 


end was at hand then, but the Austra- 
lian rallied and fought a game battle 
for nearly eight rounds more, though 
there were several occasions 
during 


that time when Corbett had him going. 


At the opening of the fourteenth and 


last round Corbett looked the winner. 
Though somewhat tired, he was still 
strong J and was displaying more sci-i 
ence and continued to pound the Au- 
Btralian and keep up the flow of the 
stre&n of blows. And then came the 
!lnal blow and the 
end. 


The blow which ended the fight was 


a left hand punch delivered just be- 
low the heart. It was all the more 
effective for the reason that 
Corbett 


warn leaning backward when it came 
[t caught him on the tensely drawn 


EcIes just over the spleen and muit 


have caused the most intense agony. 
Corbett was more unconscious 
from 


pain than from the force of the blow. 


As he lay writhing and groveling on 


the floor his face presented the most 
ghastly appearance imaginable. And 
.hen followed the wildest scene of tha 
day when he arose to his feet and 
with 
all the 
strength he had left 


rushed at his opponent and tried to 
Inish the contest. 


Those nearest the ring jumped over 


the rofceB in spite of the efforts of the

ment the entire enclosure was filled 
v?ith a howling mob, and the- noise and 
confusion was so great that the
